Through fracuent meetings with the Indiane, I find 
that there is 1 very lively and strongly expressed antipathy 
to tne school. fhe cist of the Indians compleint is thet 
the voys, that is, the emaller ones, are far too heavily 
worked at such work as logging for the echool supply of fuel 
in the winter, and that the boys are quite ineufficiently 
dressed to oe exposed to the cold weatner in euch work. The 
fact that so many 00ys died there this Spring of pneumonis, 
hae, of course, aggravated and lent golour to their complsint 
The, aleo complai of insufficient food. Of course, I hve 
taken their complaints 8 largely exaggerated. Howevor,there 
it is, and even under close questioning they Pp resist in it. 
ir. Helmsing also informed me of the stron prejudice and 
the consequent trouble involved in petting the children bac 
to school. I cannot, therefore, believe that there is noth- 
ing in it. There is, however, 2 new Principal, the Rev. 
fother Mary du Seneale, 2n I went into the matter very 
fully with her, warning her that it is ntirely up to her 
to overcome tais prejudice, f the school is to ve 9 success. 

I fully explained to her tne Indiane' compleints ,without 
disguising any of them. She seems to oo fu lly slive to 

the seriousness of it, and I should think, is moet sensidle 
practicable and kindhearted lady, wih previous extensive 
experience of Indian nature. I feel sure that ene will meke 
a great improvenent, and extend sympathy md bit of " 
"Blarney" to tne Indian parents, which after all is only 
what all parents reauire, whether red or white. I cen only 
think in tne past few years there, that this hae been miss- 
ing and is at the bottom of the matter. Perhsps, too, the 
fact that the outdoor work hast to ve left in the hands of 
nired help his not helped matters, particularly over tne 
logging ousiness. I have informed dother Superior, nd she 
juite sees the point. The echool hag also been warned 
againe t taking timoer off tne Reserve for firewood, that 
merchantable. 


In connection with scho 1 matters, I would li 
point out that in this ‘gency, as in otoers, there is 4 
difficulty in getting the children from distant points 
school. One of tie principal reasons being that the averag 
Indian finds great difficulty in finding money for free. I 
think it would ve of great aesistance if in all cases of dié- 
tant travelling advantage was taker of Sec. 9, sub 4, of 
the Indian act.

in Court yeeterday,regurding the six boye who were charged 
with houee breaking ete,. 


The five boys came up before His Hon 
Judge Thompson,Jorseph Dominie did not come up because he is 
etill in Hoepital. 


The five pleaded guilty and elected to 
be tried by Speedy Trial before His Hon:. After the Crown 
Conuneel had addressed the Judge,I epoke on behalf of the 
boys, etating that in the case of Skookum Joe I war not going 
to aek for any favour ap thie wen Joe's fourth offence and hd 
deverved all he got. Re arding the four boys,Jinmy Isaac, 
Louie Panl,John George and Joo Misrion,! aeked lis lion: to 
five theee four boye another chance an they were not bad boye 
and { felt that another chance might be given them to show 
that they were not bad boye. I asked for suspended rentence 
in these cares. 


Hie Hon: in reply to me eaid that he was 
eick and tired of these kind of cases and that the boye must 
bo teaught,ae well ae te older [ndisns,that euch things muet 
not be allowed to go one Ho thourht that suepended epntonce 
wae no good at all and that aprarcntly the boyer took*notice of 
it. He said he had let ®k okum Joe and John Cacgpge out on 
5 years euepended sentence only a few weeke ago at | imer and 
he had hoped that that would be a warning to 4211 the boye,but 
apparently they took no notice of it, but went right ahead and 
did the cane thing a few daye afterwards. 


Ae John George had not committed any 
offence since he had warned him at \ilmer,and as Joo Meeion's 
offence way committed before the werning to the two boye at 
Wilmer he wae going to let these two boye go on 5 yeare 
euspended sentence. Regarding Skookum Joe he sentenced him to 
6 years in the reformitory.Louie Paul had gone with Skookum 
Joe only 9 few deye af er Joe had been warned,so that there 
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that there) 

was absolutely no excuse for hin at all that he could see and 
he eent him to the refor nitory for 4 youre. Jicny Ieaac,he 
gaid was o14 encugh to know better and in hie opinion, should 
have tried to persuade the younger boys not to commit theese 
ofvfences,on the other hand he believed that Ji my Teaae wae 
to blane for pereusding the boye to comit the ffences and 
aleo took part in the erines,so he rent hi: to Onkalle ‘arm 
for 2 years. Joreph » minie hav not been bofore Nie Foniyete 


Yt hae made my heart ver, gad to think of all 
these boye having done thie, especially after the other boye 
were puniehed only a few monthe ago,and I coulis not met the 
Judge to allow them out on guepended rentence at all,and he 
further anid that if any more boye do the esme kind of things 
agoin he ie gcing to send them away too.

On May 4th the roof of t Kootenay Indian 
Residential Sohool, Cranbrook, B. C., caught fire during 
a high wind from chimney sparks. Several reports from 
independent sources have led me to believe that the 
building and its contents, representing 4 capital expense 
of over $160,000 in the last fourteen years, might have 
been entirely destroyed, had it not been for the efforts 
of Fire Chief P. Adams, of Cranbrook, the Rev. Father 

F. W. Tedrow, Mr. Indian Agent H. F. Helmsing and Mr. 
Hirt, a member of the school staff. These gentlemen had 
their clothing destroyed by the chemicals which were 
being used to stay the conflagration. 


I wish to recommend that cheques for $50 be 
directed to each of these four gentlemen, to recompense 
them for the lose they personally sustained.

Hie Grace the Archbiehop 
of Vancouver appointed Rev. Father Smith, at our requeet, and 
the Mother General of the Providence Mother Houee, Montreal, 
concurred in the action. It wae underetood that the Principal 
would have the general eupervieion of the activity of the 
achool. I should be pleaged to have a report at a later date, 
4f the etaff fail to cooperate with the Principal. 


Please inetruct the Rev. Principal and Sietere that 
the Department expects the pupile to have an academic and 
vocational training. ‘The general echeme ig one half day in 
the olageroom and one half day in one of the departmente with, 
of couree, recreational periode. In practice, it ie found 
advigable to have the junior pupile in the clagsroom both 
morning and afternoon. Half of the older pupile ehould be in 
the olaesroom in the morning and the other half in one of the 
departmente. In the afternoon the exercisee for the older 
pupile ehould be reversed. Saturday morning the pupile ghould 
have vocational training - the afternoon to be devoted to 
eupervieed recreation. Thie programme hae been followed with 
eucceee at other Indian reeidential echoole.

The Department euggeeted to Mr. Small that the 
half-day syetem bo followed; but I have examined the daily 
time table that you encloeed and it will prove equally ae 
satiefactory. 


The per capita grant ie being paid to you and the 
funde may be adminietered ae you eoneider in the best 
intereete of the inetitution. You may engage or diemice 
membere of the etaff and you are quite within your righte 


if you wieh to evuperviee all punishment cf pupile. 


If you are not satiefied with the language qualif- 
jeatione of the Siectere in the claeeroome, pleaee conmunicate 
with Hie Grace the Archbighop of Vancouver and eecure hie 
active aecietance in the matter of making a change.

4. that each boy be given a small plot of land to cultivate, 
anu thas I Would recomménd to the Vepartment that a small annual 
prize be given, and a children's fair held in which the exhibits 
could be judged. 


5. That the outside help could be better supervised if the farm 
and school were one, both under theecontrol of the srincipal. 


i had in the meanwhile sugested to the Mother Superior,

Mr. Small occassionally with a list of the meals they 

aQuring eertain weeks, and that ne snould often inspect 
Lo this she was quite agreeable. 


4 @lseo polntea out to botu hersell anu Father +earow that 
we nad somenmow to overcome thie prejuaice of the indians in the matter, 
even though they might be unfoundea in most cases,as there is no get- 
ting away from the fact that this antipathy is there very strongly, 
and that something must be Wrong, as i did not meet with the same 
truouole elsewnere. 


Since my return here, I have ard from Mr. Small that 
Father fedrow had a very lengthy meeting with the indians on the 
Reserve. 4#r. Small understands that the boys admitted the; 
about the revolver and whipy ings. ne iniorms me, however, 
neither he nor Father Tedrow were successful in vetting 
to allow return of their children, though two jf 
by the lst November. If we force them, ey will only r 
again, and spread the prejudice and tales.

I snould like your advice on the matter. We can, of 
course, Yrore them, if you think it necessary, but I myself, am 
inclined to think that we should move carefully, and that persuasior 
ana a betterment of conditions should take place first. 


I daresay, by this time, you have heard from Father Tedrow. 
I can only assure you as oefore that this letter is meant, not as a 
criticism, but as a guide, and tuat if you should wish to consult me 
or have more particulars, I am at your service.

Acting under instructions from you I accompanied the Rev=- 
erena father Ledrow to the Columbia Kootenay Keservation, re the boys 
who ran away from School. 


Pathner tedrow spent the night Witn the indians on the Reserve, 
and althouzh 1 did not attend t understand he hela a very lengtuy meet~ 
ing with them. 


When Lealled for niu the next morning, the Father or myself 
was unavle to get any of the boys to return with us to the school. 
Dominac and Hneas Fisher, however promised me that their two boys 
would return on the 1st Novemver. 


I am sorry to say that they all seem to have a dislike for 
the Reverend sather iearow. Little Jim and his wife told me that they 
would not allow their boy to go back to whe scnool while Father Tedrow 
was the Principal. this aemanu is unreasonable, as the boys ac knowl- 
edged I understand, to father Tedrow that they hed lied botn about 
the whipping ana the revolver. 


fhe food in the school is undoubtedly poor, and as you 
instructed { will in future cnecx it up very closely. I do not 
know what move to make in connection with getting these boys back. I 
am afraid under the present conditions that if we force them to come, 
they will only run aWay again, 46 you understand 1t would be impossible 
for the teachers to keep them if they make up their minds to run away. 
{ will appreciate very much your advice in the matter, and assure you 
that { will carry out any instructions you give me re their return. 


I would advise consulting the Keverend Father Welsh in 
tie matter, and see if he can make any suggestions, wherevy we can 
satisfy the Indians. 


i am sorry to tell youthat we have a great deal of sickness 
in the Agency. i finu this morning some ten indians in the St. Hugene 
Hospital, all apparently suffering from a form ot Flu or Pneumonia. 


i will write you furtner in connection with this matter 
in a few days.

t am in receiot of your 155-0-1 of the 14th inst., witn 
reference to tne Kootenay Indian industrial School. The report 
referred to by me in my communication upon the matter, of the 
18th ulto., was a full report on affairs as found by me on my 
last visit to the hootenay, ana reported by me in full to Mr. 
Commissioner Ditchburn, in accordanc with your expressea 
wishes, that all reports and recommendations shoulda go through 
Mr. Commissioner Ditcnourn. I concluded, therefor that if 
Mr. Ditchburn saw fit, my report, or an epitomy of tne same 
would, in the natural course 0i events, be forwarued to yous 
Mr. Ditehourn did not write to me upon receipt of my report, but 
later on, i met him at Victoria, and he approvea of my actions. 
I naturally, therefore, never thought of asking him whether the 
matter had been reported to you or not. 


At the moment, I do not know whetner Mr. Ditchourn is at 
his office or not, as we heard up here, a rumor tuat he had been 
very ill. Iwrote to him five or six days ago, asking after his 
health, and have received no answer yet. 


I therefor thought that it would clear matters up if l 
send you a full copy of my letters to Mr. Comnissioner Ditchburn 
and reports upon the subject, which I beg to enclose herewith. 

I hope from these letters ana reports that you will be able to 
gather what has taken place, anu as you will see in mine of 
December 18th, already referred to, it looks as though an attempt 
is being maue to straighten matters out.

Several times I have called you to lecture 

them.

Louis Paul has just been sent home on 
sick leave having been found physically unfit for school 
at the present . 


Joseph Dominic seems to have better 
disposition,if he gets unruly again, I will suggest 
his transfer to the Kamlopps R.©.School; I heatd that 
Rev. Fr. McGuire has a farm for the older boys; I 
will prefer see the boy going there for 2 few months 
than to go back to the Reformatory.

I want you to come to the School with the Police 
to arrest Joseph Dominic and Louis Peul and send them back 
Coquitlan. 


Louis Paul has been getting worse and worse and 
has a bad influence on the other boys but Joseph Dominic 
Has also a bad influence,though he is showing a good front. 
I know, 2s leader he is doing much harm, and he is the 
instigator of this running away. 


I had heard that Joseph was telling everybody 
that he was to leave the shcool on the 4th «pril, and I 
had told the girls only that everyone, even of age will 
have to stay until the Ist July, so I called Joseph to 
my room, and told him kindly and quietly What I head 
head him saying, and to make up his mind stay till the 
Ist July, and to not do anything rash because he imew 
the consequence. This was Monday afternoon, and the 
sneak he is, the worst I have ever met yet did not fun 
away himself, but push the smaller boys. 


I have suffered since I am here from these 
two boys, and they have done lots of harm to the others, 
and on the sly, but I have been watching them and I have 
enough noWe 

If you do not bring the police, I do not want 
you to see them or talk to them, it will do more harm, 
they are past that stage of talking to them. We have 
done that times and times again. 


As I was saying to the Sister Superior, it is 
either them or myself? who will leave the school, I have 
been more than patient.As long as these two boys are in 
school there will be trouble. 


So please kindly have this done today. They think 
they are safe keeping in the limits, but they cannot hide 
everything and all the time, I know them now. They must go 
for the good of the others, we have been too good to them, 
they must not have any communication whatever with the other 
boys after they are arreskted . 


The last news last night about the runaways,were 
they wore heading for Windermere, they are the same leaders 
who were arrested at Canal Flat last Fall, and let go. I do 
want any fooling this time, and + want them to be caught before

Father Lepine 
has taken charge of the school, he has phoned me 
that the above boys were making trouble in the 
Schoole On each oeassion | have gone to the 
School, and talked to them, each time they have 
promised me that they would behave. 


On March the 3rd, the Rev. Principal reported 
that six small boys had ran away. I had VCohstable 
Ryekman and several of the Indians go in search of 
them. They were located and returned to the School 
on March 4th. 


That evening the Principal sent a messenger 
to me with the enlosed copy letter of that date,hence 
my wire to Col. Pragnell. 


On morning of March 5th the Reverend Princival 
brought the boys before His Honor Judge “hompson . 
The Judge gave them a very impressive talking to, 
and allowed them until April Ist at the *chool. 

If that time the Principal reports insubordination 
on their part, he will have them again committed to 
the Xeformatory . 


On Sunday, March the 7th Chief Adrian of 
the St. Mary's Band called a meeting at the School. 
Imet him, with the principal, the “ister Superior, 
and about fifty Indians of the Band. The Indians 
aga not have any complaint,except that the Mev, 
Pather would not allow the boys brought into the 
meéting. This, may or may not have been good 
policy. 


Complaint was made to me that Louis Paul 
was sick, I had him brought into the room, and 
decided to have him examined by Dr. Green. 

This I did on Monday morning the 8th instant. 

the Dr. told me that he found him Tubuelar, and 
unfit to attend school. I accordingly sent him to 
his homepn the Yolumbia Kootenay Reserve, with 
instruetions to report to Dr. Coy on the Ist of 
each month.

I realize that you are handicapped, and that to adjust 
matters you would have to consult with the Principals of the Schools er 
with Rev. father Welch. 

My experience with Father Welch is that he is a very, good, 
kind man but he always fellows the lines of least resistence. He would not 
help out in any way to settle our difficulties for he has more problems of 
hie own than he can well handle, besides he leaves for Europe Sept. 4th and 
will be away for some months.

Our Estimates for the fiseal year that began on the first 
instant were closed in December, and it will not be 
possible to secure an added grant for your school until 
a@ year from thie month. If you find that you are in @ 
position to maintain an average attendance in excess of 
80, you might ask the Rey. Principal to write the 
Department in October or November, urging an increased 


apsvezetetis for the new fiscal year. In this letter, 
t exact dimensions of the dormitories used by the 
pupils of the school should be indicated, ae I am 
unable to find any record of the actual air space in 
these rooms at your school.

Hereunder is inventory of all movable 
effects, etc., at the Kootenay Indian Residential 
School when the Sisters of Providence left, on or 
about December first, 1929. The Very Reverend 
Sister Amarine, Mother General of the Sisters of 
Providence, left this with the Department and 
expressed the hope that something could be done 
to reimburse them for equipment they had purchased. 
Little encouragement was given. 


The Mother General also referred to the 
sale of some of their land to the Department and 
there is a special memorandum on the -9 of the 
file in this connection. 
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EXTRACTS FROM ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER PERRY'S 
REPORT ON CONDITIONS AT KOOTENAY INDIAN 
RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL, FORWARDED UNDER COVER 
OF COMMISSIONER DITCHBURN'S LETTER, 

No. 15/5/17999, dated June 16, 1930. 


Original on 155-0-5. 


The tubéreular condition of the children at 
the School and some who are now in the villares appears 
admittedly as a serious indictment of past adminis- 
tration at this School. A deplorable condition exists 
here, in fact, a worse condition than I have seen in my 
twenty-three years' experience with the Indians. I 
found the school a veritable tubercular institution. 

My information from Reverend Principal Patterson, 
Constable Ryckman and Agent Small is to the effect that 
up to November, 1929, the school was conducted by about 
eleven Reverend Sisters of Charity. These all left at 
that time, since when Reverend Father Patterson, 0.).I., 
has been in charge with other workers; that during the 
regime of these Sisters it was their practice to sell 
nost of the milk and eggs and other produce in order to 
augment maintenance funds, disposing of these products 
at a rate of about $250.00 a month; that the children 
were given skim milk and were poorly fed; that parents 
were forced to put their children in the School against 
the protests of parents, some of whom appealed to Dr. 
Coy, of Invermere, to give certificates of health to 
pport their contention that their healthy children 
uld not be sent to the Kootenay School to be contam- 
imated by tubercular pupils known to be in the School; 
that children were kept in school in a tubercular con- 
dition until they were perforce sent home to die; that 
50. of the pupils now in the School are in varying 
Stares of tuberculosi3; that with the exception of about 
two or three children the remainder are in a predisposed 
condition and easy contacts; that Dr. Green, medical 
officer, at Cranbrook, has averred and has told Dr. Stone, 
of the Department, that if the physically unfit were 
eliminated from the School on medical examination, the 
chool would have to be closed; that the enrolment of 
pupils was 74, five of whom died in one year, eight were 
sent back to their reserves on sick leave with tuber- 
culosis in too advanced condition to remain in school; 
that there are about 25 children in the villages of whom 
the majority are tubercular; that there sare at present 
61 children in the School, and that the maximum pupilare 


for this School is 84, 
\ I interviewed both Dr. Green, of Cranbrook, 
ud Dr. Coy, of Invermere, both of whom stated the con-

\ School. Perhaps the medical 
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D...: be wrong. For 4f the children are admitted as pupils 

in tubercular condition or are allowed to mingle with 

other healthy pupils in such a condition, eontrarily to 
tho regulations of the Department, those responsible 
ghould be questioned regarding the matter. 


I have no reason to question the veracity of 
the representations made to me regarding the adverse 
conditions at this institution, both by the local Church 
representatives as well as by the Department's officials 
in the locality of the School and medical officers having 
to do with the pupils. But I would advise very strongly 
that if the conditions are a8 bad as I am led to believe 
they are, a medical survey should be made independently 
of the local medieal ofticers without delay, in order 
that suoh facts may be given the Department as maj not 
lead to any arguments. As a layman, I do not feel com- 
petent to qualify, as @ result of a brief visit to the 
School, statements of men who have been there for years 
and have watched the problem more closely, but I do 
feel that a medical survey would be a safe and proper 
course to take. This recommendation 4s not based upon 
hearsay regarding the School, but upon conditions I 
saw for myself whilst at the institution. On the date 
of my visit, May 20th, 1930, there were 61 pupils, male 
and fomale, present as resident scholars. The Principal 
was distressed about the condition of the children who, 
he alleged, had undoubtedly been neglected in the past 
at the School. (No doubt the reports of the late 
Inspector R. H. Cairns (Indian schools for B.C.) would 
gg what extent the farm produce was disposed of 
here). 


The children were being ~4ven cod liver oil 
with their meals. A nurse was in charge of them. One 
long table set apart from the others accommodated 
pupils whose tubercular condition had been pronounced 
more advanced than others; and the dishes of these 
pupils were gathored up after each meal and washed 
separately from the others to avoid contagion. ‘The 
other accommodations et the School were open to the 
ghildren collectively. The Prinoipal told me that 
everything is being done that is now possible for 
these children and all efforts were being concentrated 
upon the health of the pupils, the institution being 
regarded as an educational sanatorium rather than 
striotly a residential School. 


~ _ = - - 


It is recommended that action be taken in the 
matter of a medical survey as soon as possible as it is 
possible that medical o2ficers mignt rocommend other 
suitable accommodations which may be found to be essen- 
tial if this School is to be put into efficient use as 
an establishment for the proper treatment of tubercular 
Indian children. 


The several matters reported on herein have 
been fully discussed with the School authorities and with 
our local officials, all of whom have endorsed verbally 
the representations made. 
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The observations of Reverend Provincial 
Grant, 0. M. I1., under this head must, regretfully, be 
read in the light of the preceding paragraphs of this 
report which qualify the assertions made in regard to 
the alleged malmutrition of the children of the 
Reserves. 


The children must 
necessarily suffer to some extent on account of such 
conditions, added to the proverbial lack of the 
instinot of self-preservation which marks the progress 
of some Indian families. But this suffering does not 
appear to have been ameliorated to any great extent 
by the admitted lack of sustenance and attention given 
the pupils within the School from a health standpoint, 
and it is therefore thought that the source of 
malmatrition may not be wholly traced to the Reserves.

Dr. A. Se Lamb, Provineial Travelling 
Diagnostician, has just completed a survey of the

I should say that this latter 
group are more likely to improve than otherwise and may 
be left out of the caloulation, unless they show fever 
or lose of weight. 


After looking over conditions from all angles

general and detailed. Dr. Lamb has undertaken to 
prescribe rules for separation of the tuberoulous 
from the well. I went so far as to say to Dr.

I beg to submit 
that I have been informed that plans are now being made to 
move the Reverend Patterson to another field and send another 
with less experience to take over Kootenay Residential School. 
It has taken more than four years to properly organise the 
school and Reserves and prepare to make progress, and should 
the Reverend Patterson be moved it will be almost impossible 
to work out the plans we now have under way for the advance- 
ment of the Indians.

Sirs 


I beg to report that when I visited Kootenay Residential 
School yesterday evening, on my way to Cherry Greek to attend to 
the automatic water gauge, I learned that arrangements had all 
ready been made to transfer the Reverend J. M. Patterson and that 
another member of the Oblate Order was expected to reach here in 
a very few days to take his place as Principal of the school. I 
accordingly sent the following night lettergram to the Department 
on my return to Cranbrook shortly after midnights 


“Have learned that Reverend Patterson to be transferred 
“and new Principal appointed his place immediately Stop 
“Believe it of vital importance to Department that no 
“change be made at present STOP Will Department please 
“take matter up with head of Oblate Order and have action 
“ynostponed until letter reaches Ottawa." 


I beg to submit that I am convinced that this proposed 
change is of the greatest importance to this Agency, and I feel 
it is only fair to all concerned that I explain to the Department 
the conditions at the school as fully as possible. 


As the Department is aware, I have been in fairly close 
touch with Kootenay Residential School for nearly twenty-three 
years. For some eighteen years it was my duty to act as Truant 
Officer, which necessitated almost const aunt contact with the 
pupils, the teachers, and those in charge. I do not wish to speak 
disparagingly of anyone, but I saw conditions at the school during 
those years and I am quite sure that of the numerous complaints 
made the majority were not without foundation. There were a number 
of Principals, some of them very able ones, who tried to bring 
about an improvement at the school during that time but none met 
with success, and complaints from Indians and whites of poor food, 
teo muc work, tuberculosis and other gickness among the pupils, 
ete., continued to be heard on every hand. 


When the Reverend J. Me. Patterson took over the school late 
in 1929 conditions generally were so bad that it was joubtful if 
it could be kept running much longer, Of the fifty odd pupils in 
the building practically all were tubercular, and when Dre Fe We 
Green examined them he stated that there were only a few of tne 
total number who did not show unmistakeable signs of the disease, 
and that he would not say that any were entirely free from it. 
30th the Doctor, the Nurses and the new Principal stated that the 
children were all under nourished and in very poor physical condite 
ion. 

One of the first acts of the Reverend Patterson was to 
engage a Trained Nurse and turn the school into wiat was actually 
a tubercular sanitarium, as he realized that the health of the 
pupils must be restored, at least in part, and their bodies built 
up before progress in their various studies would be possible. 
Since that time all food used in the school has been prescribed by

a Trained Nurse, a very close watch has been kept over the pupil s 
and those showing the least sign of illness have received prompt 
attention. Machines have been installed to do the heavy work 
formerly done by the boys, such as sawing and splitting wood, etc., 
and the heavier farm and house work is all done by hired help, 
either adult Indians or whites. The food regularly placed on the 
tables is much better than in the average home of white people, 
and the result is that the pupils are healthier and happier than 
they have been in the history of the school and are making better 
progress with their studies. Formerly children had to be forced 
to attend school and truancy was common among them, but in nearly 
six years not one child has been forced to attend and there has 
been but one case of truancy, that of a sub-normal boy. 


The effect on the school has been great, but the effect on 
the Indians of the various Reserves has been even greater. Due to 
causes too numerous to mention at this time the Indians, with but 
few exceptions, had almost entirely lost faith in the school, the 
Chureh, and practically everything pertaining to law and order, 
and both the Reverend Principal and myself realized that until 
that faith was restored little or no progress could be made. That 
has now been accomplished, and the greater phare of the credit is 
certainly d to the Reverend Father Patterson. I am quite convin- 
ced that sir the first Principal of the school left this district 
no Priest has had such control over the Indians as the Reverend 
Principal now has, and to move him from this Agency before our 
plans have been properly worked out would mean, without doubt, a 
return to their former state within a very few years. 


I realize that the financial condition of the School has 
not been at all good during the past few years, and in fairness 
to the Reverend Principal and the Department I feel that I should 
now report on this matter exactly as I see it, for it is my belief 
that finances, or rather lack of finances, is the real cause of 
the proposed change. 


When the Reverend Patterson took charge of the school he 
also took over debts left by the former Principals amounting to 
some five thousand dollars. In 19350 the average number of pupils 
was only 59, in 1931 it was 67, the following year 70, in 1933 

the average increased to 73, in 1954 to 80, and the present year 

to approximately 90 pupils. The school can not pay its way with 
less than about 85 pupils and maintain the present standard. I 
understand that prior to 1930 certain sums of money were paid in 

to the Oblate Order by the Principals each year, but because of 

the small number of pupils and the fact that s0 many were ill, it 
has been impossible to do this and, at the same time, keep out of 
debt and build up the school. The Department has done everything 
possible to assist, and the Reverend Principal ! certainly done 
heroic work, but under the circumstances I think very unfair 

of the Oblate Order to expect the Reverend Principal to pay debts 
contracted by his predecessors. As all ready mentioned,I have been 
in very close touch with the school and I am perfectly certain 
there has been no mismanagement and no extravagance. The Reverend 
Principal has not had, during his term of office, any proper 
assistance from the Oblate Order, but has had to run the school, 
the farm, the Missions, and the financial end of it alone. I am 
quite sure that if he had an experienced Priest to keep tne books 
and look after office matters generally, and also make visits to 
the Reserves when necessary it would be of the greatest assistance.

Until about three years ago the large farm owned by the 
Oblate Order was leased to Chinese, and as very little feed can 
be raised on the school farm the Reverend Principal was forced 
to buy some fifteen hundred dollars worth of feed each year, but 
since the farm has been taken over by him and properly cared for 
there has been no shortage of feed or garden truck. The school 
has been on a pgrying basis since the first of this year, but it 
is impossible to discharge the old debts. 


The Reverend Principal has carried on the Missionary work 
on all Reserves in the Agency, and has also controlled the social 
work, which is, I believe, an entirely new departure in Roman 
Catholic schools in this Province, for in other Agencies the 
Missionaries are separate from the Principals. The present arran- 
gement keeps the Indians in closer contact with the school, which 
is absolutely necessary in this Agency. 


For confirmation of the above I would respectfully refer 
the Department to the Archbishop of the Oblate Order in B.C. at 
Vancouver. 


In closing, Sir, may I respectfully request that this matter 
be placed before the Deputy Superintendent General for his consid- 
eration. It is my belief that it is of vital importance to this 
Agency and to the Department that the Reverend Father Patterson 
continue as Principal of Kootenay Residential School for at least 
a few years more, and I sincerely trust that the Department will 
use their influence with the head of the Oblate Order to have this 
bro t aboute I am quite sure that they are not at all faniliar 
with the true situation he he move would not even be consid- 
ered.

After the completion of classroom work at 
10 A.M. November 10th, a number of Indians, possibly 40 
in number, gathered at the school to discuss certain phases 
of school management with the Inspector. Complaints were 
made regarding special privileges being accorded to children 
from the Okanagan Agency. They also wanted to know if it 
was right for the Sisters to pull the girls around by the 
hair and for the Oblate Brother to rough handle the boys. 
Further complaints were made sbout too much religion being 
taught and too much vocational training. The charges of 
either rough or unkindly treatment on the part of any of 
the Sisters or the Oblate Brother are, in my opinion, 
only imaginary and were dealt with ih common with all other 
complaints raised in a most careful and convincing 
manner by the Inspector who tried and, + believe, succeeded 
in leaving the impression with them that the Kootenay Indian 
Residential School is a good school in every way and takes 
no second place to any similar Institution in the Province.

On the occasion 
of my recent visit the Dormitories, Preventorium, Class 
rooms, dining room, kitchen, pantry etc. were all spot- 
lessly olean and the excellent spreads on the Dining 
room tables was proof conclusive that the children are 
not being stinted for food, on the contrary they are 
being well supplied with the necessary varieties of 
healful, nourishing and appetizing things to eat. 


The three run-away girls mentioned in my last re- 
port have since returned to school. They were picked 
up at McLeod, Alta. by a K.C.M, Police, and escorted 
back to Cranbrook by a priest.

The following is a report on conditions in 
the Kootenay Agency, during the quarter ended June 30th,1946. 


WELFARE AND TRAINING:- 


At the end of the school year one or two 
teaching Sisters at the Kootenay Residential School are to 
be replaced. lt is hoped that their replacements will have 
higher academic qualifications and more recent instruction 
in teaching methods. The school would benefit too froma 
thorough inspection by aqualified educationist. But above 
all else the services of a social worker are meeded to follow 
former school pupils into their homes to advise and assist 
them toward clean, sanitary housekeeping habits. 


Lighting and pumping equipment at the Sckool 
gave good service after several replacements in the last 
quarter, but a pressure tank in the water system caused a 
breakdown of water supply anddemands replacement. 


Authority has been received for alterations 
in the school building to make two balconies tenantable for 
preventorium purposes. 


A large piece of land, formerly a garden, has 
been made available to the children for a play ground.

Utilities in general continue to be the greatest 
problem. A new hydro pressure tank has been procured to replace 
the worn out domestic water supply tank, but due to extreme 
weather conditions prevailing at this time, it is impractical 
to have this tank installed until spring. The extreme hardness 
of the present water supply has proven costly in water solteners, 
replacing heeting coils, and generally impairs the efficicney of 
all heating equipment. It is hoped that replacement of the worn 
out soft water supply line trom St. Joseph's Creek can be started 
in the near future. Although this water is unfit for domestic 
purpeses, it would give a good supply of solt water for general 
purposes as well as a much needed additional supply fer tire 
protection. 


A Mr. McKinnon has been engaged to instruct the 
classes in manual training. This man has had considerable 
experience in this type ef teaching and it is hoped thet progress 
will be made after the commencement of scheol January 6th. This 
vocational training department has made little or no progress 
since the epening of school last fall due to the inability of 
precuring a suitable instructor, 


Installation ef drinking fountains in the dairy 
barn have been completed and will undoubtedly preve their worth 
in higher milk production. 


Light and power facilities are perferming well, 
but are inadequate and a considerable course of werk and worry 
for the attendants and it is te be hoped that arrangements will 
ene day be made fer the acquisition of Hydre power facilities, 
t.is in itself would form the greoundwerk for an erfricient 
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system ot utilities. om, 
Censiderable difficulty was occasioned in persuading 

the parents of tardy pupils in sending their children to the 

school. This aversion seems to have disappeared and Indiens who 

at the beginning of the term were completely immune to any kind 

et persuasion have voluntarily brought their children in.

With 99 (ninety-nine) pupils on the rell, the 
school is comfortably filled. The children all appear much 
happier than when they first arrived for the fall term; their work } 
in the classrooms has impreved, particularly in drawing and painting, 
writing and arithmetic. The new system instigated this fall whereby 
the twe junior grades receive full time instruction has shown marked 
improvement over the work done in these two grades in previous years. 
Another plan for improvement elso shows results, ‘This plan is ful- 
filled in a study period every evening for all classes. Four of 
the more advanced pu,ils are now taking grade nine work from grade 
nine curriculum and their teacher reports tine progress, especially 
in Unglish and Mathemetics. 


Another fine improvement appeared at the school over 
the Christmas holidays in the form of a new 16 m.m,. sound and 
moving picture projector. Two good films and a short were procured 
for the holiday season and school children and parents alike turned 
out in full force at every showing. The school has obtained access 
to the local National Film Board Library here in Cranbrook and have 
applied to the Visual Instruction Service at University of B. C. 
for educational films. 


At the time of my last visit to the school, the 
children were happily engaged in winter sports, the skating rinks 
and toboggan slides were in full swing. The school itself was 
decorated in festive apparel from attic to basement. These 
decorations were truly artistic and were 4 eredit to the super- 
visors and proof of the artistic temperament of the Indian children. 


Altogether the moraleof the school shows a decided 
improvement from the time of my last quarterly report and Father 
Kelly has shown great perseverance with considerable success in 
overcoming parental distrust and aversion to the school, and, 
despite a woeful lack of funds, continues to lay plans for future 
improvement.

With reference to your letter of June 
8th, 1949, in connection with an enrollment of 110 
pupils at our Kootenay Indian Residential School 
when the authorized pupilage, under the rule of 
500 cubic feet of dormitory air space per pupil would 
apparently limit an authorized pupilage of 100. 


Our Voucher No. 51, of February 14th, 
1949, in favour of L. Lundy, Cranbrook, B.C. forwarded 
through Commissioner Arneil's office covered alterations 
at the school providing additional dormitory space 
and one additional classroom. 


The additional dormitory space provided 
at that time 40X24X10 - 9600 cubic feet increased the 
dormitory space at this school from 51,440 cu. ft. to 
61,040 cu. ft. being sufficient under the 500 cu. ft. 
per pupil requirements to accommodate 122 pupils. 


Further to the above, it is my personal 
opinion that qualified inspection would agree that air 
space, lavatory, fire protection and general conditions 
provided are more than adequate to warrant an authorized 
pupilage of 120.

These two samples were forwarded to the late Dr. 
R.H. Mullen, Director of Laboratories, Vancouver General Hos- 
pital, for a report. 


I am enclosing copy of Dr. Mullen's report, dated 
27th November, 1923, from which you will note that although 
bacteria is in evidence no Golon Bacilli were found. 


To further corroborate Dr. Mullen's report I am 
having some further samples taken of the water in Joseph 
Greek at the St. Bugene Industrial School property, and when 
report has been received I will advise you further in the matter.

In reply to your request of the 25th instant, the 
first samplesup to Pebruary 11th, are all of questionable 
value, owing to an error in procuring the specimens, namely, 
the bottles were not sterilized before taking the specimens. 
However, some of these being negative are of value in this 
way. The three sete of specimens procured since the 
sterilization of bottles has commenced have only shown 
one specimen containing 3. Communior. 


In conclusion of this work, I would like to say 
that a final definite report could not be made without a 
local sanitary survey, but the laboratory data to date would 
show that there may be only occasional contamination from 
the Sewage Disposal Works, However the number of negative 
examinations would seem to show that this is an extremely 
unusual occurrence, if it has occurred, amd it would seem 
that the water is safe for consumption in this regard.

I have your letter of the 7th instant, enclosing 
copy of communication from the Rev. Principal of the Kootenay 
Indian Residential School relative to playground equipment 
for the pupils. The Department agrees that each residential 
school should have equipment of this type; and, although it 
is our practice to ask the echool management to bear the cost 
from their per capita grant, I am pleased to inform you that 
the Department will give some assistance. Basketballs and 
goals will be ordered and shipped to the school in the 
immediate future. The boys, under the direction of the 
manual training instructor, should erect back boards on both 
the boys' and girls' sides. Two footballs complete with 
extra bladders will also be sent to the school. 


You might secure an estimate of the cost of the 
materials and labour for the girls' play pavilion which, I 
note, could be erected under the supervision of the manual 
training instructor. You might also indicate what is in 
mind for an outdoor gymnastio outfit for the boys. I 
cannot promise favourable consideration in connection with 
these two propositions, as our funds are extremely limited. 


I regret that the Department cannot give favour- 
able consideration to a baseball outfit, as this type of 


equipment is so easily mislaid and misappropriated. Yurther, 
I regret that the Department cannot consider the apparatus 
known as “Ocean \iave" and "Giant Strides." A vaulting pole 
is not considered suitable for young Indian children.

it much to your satisfaction, I allowed nev. F. Tedrow, 
OeMeIe to go as principal to St. Mugene School. 


As far as I can gather he has 
succeeded very well and certainly he is much interested 
in the welfare of the children. Occasionally, of course, 
he must visit the Indians at Creston and Windemere, how- 
ever, I have arranged for a neighboring Priest to attend 
to the School whenever he is absent. 


But, Mre Scott, Father Tedrow's 
salary is very small, in fact, merely enough to provide 
himself with clothing and books. He does not complain, 
and yet I know he would be pleased to have 4 car, 80 
necessary for him in his present position. 


Under the circumstances, would 
not the Government be willing to make him an allowance 
of $1600.00. With this amount he might purchase a plain 
strong car like the Dodge, which would render him and 
the Indians generally valuable service. A cheaper car, 
like the Ford, could be had but it would be valueless in 
a@ rough hilly country like the Kootenay. 


Sincerely trusting you will be able 
to confer on Father Tedrow and his Indians this favor.

On the Stn inst., in company with ir. E.H. Small, 

Indian Agent, Cranbrook, B.c., I made a special inspection of 

Kootenay Residential School, having in view the idea of checking 

it over on account of the condition in which I founa it last 

Fall, and whic has been duly reported on by me. 
I an pleased to report that @ great improvement has 

taken place. The Rev. Lepine, the new Principal in charge, 

is apparently a good farmer, ana has made a vast improvement 

in the farm and gardens, and if given time, I am sure that he 

will pull things together. He has got ~ good help outside and 

seems well able to supervise same. I found that the children 

are now being well fed and, apparently happy ana contented, and 

I have strong hopes that these reforms which have taken place 

will help us to get more boys to the school. I find that there 

are 47 girls and 23 boys. This means that we want about 17 

more boys to fill upe I found the manual training proceeding 

most successfully, snd I only wish I coulu say tne same of the 

other schools. In connection with this, it would be an excellent 

arrengement if, alongside the building used for carpentering,etc., 

@ small builain: ith a forge installed coulu be built, as it 

would be a most useful addition to tne iarm anu mos instructive. 

I thin: ; #rincit th. School were supplied witn suificient 

cement and a si 1 fors y coulda erect these buildings tnemselves. 

|Altnough I am no judge, I shoula think somewhere between $200.00 

and $300.00 would be required. However, I coula get you @ pre- 

{pared estimate. 


I found also that the cniluren are much better organized 
in the way of games, and I think this will help as well. Again, 
I find thet the children, that is, the boys, are all having small 
plots of ground allotted to them for growing vegetables, etc., 
and I really think it is up to the Department to give a small 
prize for which they can compete. This would really be a greater 
benefit to the Indians than the present farm prizes, ana coula be 
given under that heading. 


Referring to my ola reports regarding fires escapes,etc., 
in this buildir I still have fault to find with the method of 
exit. My belief is that some form of steps shoulu be built up from 
the floor to the window in order to allow an exit for the smaller 
children, and in addition, something with which the winaow could 
be broken in case of jamming, should be handy. Acting unaer my 
advice as given last year, the school authovities have put in fire 
pails all over the building. They are also erecting escape signs, 
colored red to show through the smoke, along the passages, as 
otherwise the children are very liable to mistake which door to 

\" pore which leads to the fire eBcapes. I also suggested that a fire

drill should take place, but this has never been gone. The 
Principal agreea with me in this. 


The engine of the pumping end lighting plant should 
be overhauled. I understand thet this has not been aone for 
many years, and some of the parts are beginning to wear, allowing - 
too much vibration in consequence. 


The Principal informs me thet the cold storage place 
for the meat in the ice nouse is not at all satisfactory. -L 
went in and haa @ lovk at it anda find that vnere is only one 
side which touches tie ice chamber, ana I think there must be 
some error in construction. However, I asked Mir. Small to 
have this looked into oy an expert, ana find out what is wrong. 
You will remember I reported last year that the meat was vad 


for meals when I last inspected it. 


Beyonu these critisms which I have just offered, ana 
{which are not the fault of the School Authorities, tne only 
criticism I have to offer is that I founa the cows, inéluding 
those lately bought for tne School by the Department, in very 
poor conuition. They padly want feeding up, one I examineu the 
only stock of nay they have left on tue premises, which is utterly 
useless for feeding purposes. I esked tne Mother Superior to 
get some more 4a@) in at once. I know, of course, that they are 
handicapped by the fact that the farm has oeen allowed to run 
down to the extenu that they have practically no goou hay to 
feed the stock from last year. I do not anticipate that tis 
will occur again, ene I sincerely no ,e it will not, but av the 
same time I arew their attention to the fact that it is neces- 

to keep the cows in g00u conaition in the meanwnile. 


Whilst going over the school, my attention was drawn 
to a very serious leakage in the water running through the wall 
A Ww ; . Mh we ave oaki > and “ain 
\v\ in the coal hole. The side walls are all cracking anc bulging, 
Qu iy and I was seriously alarmed lest tney should give way &t any time. 
i I therefore instructed ir. Small to wire you for instructions 
in the matter, which 4 pelieve he did.

Memorandum: 


Mr. Indian Agent Small has forwarded prices for 
the replacing of the tubes in the heating plant boilers of 
the Kootenay Indian Residential School. The boiler Inspector 
claims that new tubes must replace all the old ones before 
the boilers are used again. Rev. Father Guy has also written 
urging that the heating plant be put in order as the Principal 
is greatly worried over the finding of the Inspector. The 
lowest price received was $1100. 


A year ago I learned that the water supply engine 
and the pump at this school would have to be repaired. I 
accordingly arranged for a vote of $800. ‘The lowest price 
received for this is $614. 


In view of the urgency in these connections, I 
wish to recommend that the work be authorized. The balance 
of the funds required can be found in the Appropriation for 
Indian Bducation.

I have to request that you will arrange to have the 
fire chief for the town of Cranbrook or some other expert 
viait the school and report as to what improvements should be 
effected in order to place the fire equipment in an efficient 
state. The expert whose services you obtain should state 
fully the alterations he recommends be carried out, and whether 
ny new fire escapes shovid be installed, the type of sume, 
and aleo give full particulars regarding the cost. The 
quantity of any new fire hose, extinguishers, fire buckets, 

etc., re juired, hould also be stated. Particulars should 
be given us to the water supply and what would be necessary 
in order that same could be adequately utilized in case of 
fire. I shall be pleased if you wiil attend to this matter 
at your earliest convenience and forward the report asked 
for, together, if possible, with an estimate of the cost.

Dear Sir:- 


I am in receipt of your 155-0-5 of the 3rd 
inst., with reference to fire protection at Kootenay 
Residential School. 


Before employing or paying an expert on the 
matter, I thought I had petter communicate with you, 
in case you have overlooked the fact that a report on 
the proposed fire system for fire protection was made 
by Mr. E.H. Trederoft, of the Dominion Water Power 
Branch, on May 15th,1locc. I presume that you have this 
report on file, but in case you have not, I can get one 
forwarded. 


The complaint of the Principal of the School is 
that there is no water tank ana no fire hose on hand. As 
you will see by Mr. Tredcroft'ts report, the present sys- 
tem of water supply at the school can only ve used for 
domestic purposes, and it would cost far too much to get 
the supply for fire purposes from St. Mary's River. He 
makes the suggestion that the supply for fire protection 
be taken from St. Joseph's Creek, from which place suf- 
ficient pressure coulu be obtained. Details of this can 
be seen in the report. He also gives the cost of instal- 
ling same, and the cost of hydrants and fire hose. 


It would, therefore, be useless to instal fire 
hose or tanks in the school unless the pressure can be 
got by some such system as suggested, which apparently 
is the only possible one. 


I myself, in a report, dated September 135th 
1923, on the Kootenay Agency, under the heading of “School! 
stated that the fire escapes were difficult of access, and 
shoula be heightened in order to give passage to the roof 
in case of fire, and in my report of October 29th,1924, I 
again drew attention to the unsatisfactory position of the 
fire escapes, and askea the Mother Superior to make certain 
improvements enumerated in my report. 


Upon hearing from you as to whether you have this 
report of Mr. Tredcroft's, anu as to whether it is sufficient 
for your purposes, and an answer to your enquiries, I can 
then write to the Fire Chief at Cranbrook, and ask him to 
look over the fire escapes of the building, and possibly 
my report upon the fire escapes may pe sufficient.

I have your letter of the 10th instant, with reference 
to fire protection at the Kootenay Indian Residential School. 
The report of the Dominion Water Power Branch received in May, 
1922, has reference to a supply of water for fire protection, 
hydrants, hose, stc,, and involves a large expenditure. There 
are no funds at the present time for this improvement, but the 
Department wishes to take immediate steps to minimize the danger 
of loss of life in the event of fire. 


I should be ateful if you would make immediate 
arrangements for the visit of the fire chief at Cranbrook; 
request him to look over the fire ascapes with a view to 
determining if they are properly located and if they are easy 
of access. The Rev. Principal believes tht ladders should 
be pluced from the fire escapes leading to the ground, as there 
is a drop of approximately twelve feet, 


A copy of this letter is being directed to the Rev. 
Principal with the request that he see that fire drill is 
practiced regularly,

ST. MARY'S INDIAN RESERVE SCHOOL, 
CRANBROOK, 53.C. 


BUILDING: of Fire proof construction. 


EXITS: Plenty of exits on first floor, but doors are all 
kept locked. 


ESCAPES: Ample fire escapes, but under present installation 
they are useless. In case of fire the children 
would have to pass out of their dormitories, and 
either go upstairs to the top landing of the fire 
escape, or go througn several doors anu turn several 
corners into the private quarters of the Priest 
in charge, and then climb through a small windown 
on to tne escape. This window like all the others 
are fitted with a fly screen in addition of the 
storm sash, and this forms a very effective barrier 
at a fire. 


The dormitories which before every other room in 
this building should be protected anu without fire 
escapes of any kind. This would cause a panic, 
and the write\has personally fought a fire at this 
school and saw a panic amongst the children. 


WATZR: There is sufficient water on the first and second 
floor for domestic purposes, but absolutely in- 
adequate for fire protection. The two last our- 
breaks of fire started on the top floor and on the 
first occasion had not chemical engines veen taken 
from Cranbrook, nothing could have saved the building, 
out had there veen water the loss should have been 
nil. 


An overhead tank or cistern shoula be installed tnat 
would give a fair pressure of water for fire fighting 
purposes ail over tue building. The lives and pro- 
perty warrant this outlay. 


There should be a door at each fire escape landing, 
not just the small window as at present. The fire 
escapes should be lenghhened so that tne children 
would be avle to aescena without harm. At present 
they are too far from the ground. 


FIRE DRILL: Cannot be held to advantage under present conditions. 


If alterations are made, I would be pleased to visit 
the school and put on fire drills.

With reference to your 155-vU-5 of the Grd. ulto., 
I am now in receipt of a report from Mr. P. Adams, Fire 
Chief of Cranbrook, copy of which I enclose herewith. I 
am not in possession of any plans of this building, and from 
memory, it is impossible for me to back up the statements 
made vy the Fire Chief in his report. However, I take it 
that it will be understanuable, and will be taken in conjunc- 
tion with the plans, As far as I can see, his reports amounts 
to this: 


(1) There is no adequate water supply in case of fire. 
This we already know,and has already been mentioned by me in 
my last letter anu report with cost upon the only installation 
possiole, in order to gain water protection. 


(2) He mentions that the exits to the fire escapes are 
through windows which are blocked to some extent by storm win- 
dows and fly screens, and that doors should be placed there 
instead of windows. This, alsv, I have already drawn to your 
attention several years ago. 


(3) He states that the means of getting to these exits 
are blocked by closed and locked doors. This can only be 
rectified by an order to the Principal that means of access 
to the fire escapes must be kept open at all times. 


(4) Whilst the Fire Chief points out that fire drills 
Cannot be held under present conditions, he means, I take it, 
that it cannot be done so long as these doors are kept closed. 
In connection with the possibility of fire drill, I should 
suggest that a fire alarm system, perhaps after the style of 
that installed in the Kamloops Residential School last year, 
should be placed in the building, with the necessary fire axes 
in glass fronted cases at all points of exits as was done here 
also. 


5. The matter of lengthening of fire escapes to the ground 
or near the ground is an easy matter. 


I notice that he does not say anything about fire hose, 
extinguishers, etc., but I take it that as regards fire hose, as 
there is no pressure from the water supply, they are useless,and 
possibly there are sufficient extinguishers. I also notice that 
he does not propose new fire escapes, only that the old ones be 
fixed so that they can be go at easily and made a reasonable size 
for exit. Of course I have not seen the letters from the Princi- 
pal upon the subject,therefore I do not know what his proposals were.

The Department has had some correspondence with 
the Rev. Principal of the Kootenay Indian Residential 
Sehool, concerning the fire escapes. ir. Inspector Pragnell, 
too, has made a recommendation and he has forwarded a report 
of Fire Chief Adams, of the town of Cranbrook. 


I should be grateful if you would immediately 
engage the services of a responsible carpenter to place doors 
where there are at present windows leading to the fire 
escapes, These doors should open outward. You should also 
ascertain the cost of lengthening the fire escapes, as they 
are at present too far from the ground. An immediate report 
is requested in this last connection. The Rev. Prineipal is 
being given a copy of this letter. He is being instructed 
to cooperate with you in the matter and to see that the 
doors leading to the fire escapes are not locked at any time. 
You may arrange to have fire axes placed in glass-fronted 
cases at strategic exit points. No unnecessary expense 
should be incurred in this connection. You may also get a 
price on a fire alarm system. If you are in doubt concerning 
the type on which to make enquiry, you should write to Mr.

Re fire Escape and fire protection 
at the Kootenay Residential School Cranbrook,B.¢. 


Sir:- 

Allow me to submi&*few remarks on the above subject matter 
and in that of a Report of Mr.Adams fire Chief at Cranbrook,to 
yourself, report whieh is tne result of an investigation he was 
asked to make at the School. 

ky predecessor,Rev.Father Lépine,in a letter dated 
October the 15thf1927 to the Honorable Duncan Scott,advised the 
Department of Indian Affairs of the uselessness of the present 
fire Escape,and the lack of fire protection at the Kootenay 
Residential School. 

I am aware of the fact that steps were taken by your 
Agency to investigate that assertion in view of remedying the 
existing condition of affairs. 

Mr.Adams,fire Chief at Cranbrook,was asked to inves- 
tigate and to report; he did so and was at the School on January 
the Sth. 19283.I have a copy of his peport. 

I must say that I fully concur in the general lines 
of that report,viz. Uselessness of the present fire Escape 
and entire lack of water for fire protection. 

Two points,however in tne Chief's report might call 
for an explanation;- 

First:- It is mentioned that the doors of the 
exits on the first floor are kept looked .- Now the reason for 
locking the doors is quite evident to the Department.- Children 
will run away for the mere sake of doing it; they belong to a 
tribe of Indians for whom freedom is supreme,and who do not seem 
to value the advantage of keeping their children at school. 
However at all times there is with the children a guardian who 
has ready keysto those exits. So there is no inmediate riek from 
that source. 

Secondly:- Concerning that panic referred to 
in the Chief's peport, my information d#fers a little from what 
the report would seem to convey. There was indeed a fire at the 
school on May the 4th?1924; the children were at dinner in their 
common dining room, on the basement floor,and filed out without 
any panic or cofiotion. The fire had started on the roof of the 
building. It seems that Indians from the village came to the 
rescue, that excitement got the best of their judgment, that they 
climbed up to the dormitories and started trowing furnitures 
through the windows and doing other unnesessary damage,instead 
of helping to put out the flames. The Cranbrook Fire Depart- 
ment, called in haste, had soon done to put the fire under con- 
trol before it did any too serious damage. But there was 
no panic among the pupils. 


Now coming more fully into tne subject which interests us 

I must say. 
I arrived at the Kootenay Residenti&& School on 

December 27tn.1927 at 7.30 F.k. to take tne function and respon- 
sibility of Principal of the School. As such I am deeply con- 
cerned in the welfare and safety of the children and of the staff 
ef the school. Having noticed that condition of affairs,I have 
from the start endeavoured to find a remedy to it. It seems 
that on that account I may be allowed to express my views in the 
matter. 
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It a be remarked that the words " Fire Escape " and 

“ Pire®Protection " have two different meanings. A fire escape 
is more immediately for the safe exit of tne inmates,,-- A fire 
protection is for the bublding and contents. So I will deal 
with them separately. 


«+ FIRE ESCAPES. 


There are two so called fire escapes at the rear of the building; 
but as it was asserted by my predesessor, which assertion is now 
confirmed by the Fire Chief at Cranbrook, such escayes are 
absolutely indaquate. 

Inder the head; " FIRE ESCAPES DOORS" ,the report of the fire 
Chief's has the Lollowing: “" There should be a door at each fire 
escapes landing.-+++++s The fire escapes should be lengntened...-+- 
At present we are too far from the ground." 

I fully concur in tnose remarks and I would suggest: 
That it is advisable to keep such fire escapes as we have 
in their present location making to such a few alterations:viz...-- 
—— Opening of an easier access to them were needed. 


2 haking an extension to the lower part of the fire 
escapes to the grouné. 


Under the head: " ESCAPES from dormitories........." The fire 
Chief's reports that tne children would have to },ass out of their 
dormitories and either €0 upstairs to tne top landing of the fire 
escapes, Or €0 through several doors and turn several corners..." 
and then climb througn 4 small window on to the escapes. 

Those remarks are exact, therefore T would call your attention to 
two facts, and offer 4 suggestion: 

1 ( The two dormitories for boys are located on the top 
floor at the extreme north wing of tne bulding, between 
them and adjoining them is the night guardian's room; the two 
dormitories for girls are built on the same plan at the extreme 
south wing. 

2) Fire Escapes for such ougnt to be provided at each 
end of tne voudlding, and if built would have 4 natural and very 
easy access from the dormitories through the guerdian's room, and 
also from the stairway inside platform. This would provide the 
easiest fire escepes from the dormitories. 


---FIRE PROTECTION--- 


Attention is called to the lack of water fon fire protection. 
ChiefAdams’ report says: " There is an absolutely indaquate 
provision for fire protection. ,, An overhead tank or cistern 
should ve installed thet would give a fair pressure of water 

for fire fighting pury,oses all over tne building. THE LIVES AND 
PROP Y WARRANT THIS OULAY. " 

I thimk there is no possibility of an adverse opinion on tnat 
matter «cveeees IT would therefore strongly recomnend,what has becn 
recommended by former Principels of this school. 

1 ( That an overhead wate! tank be erected at the rear 
of the school, at a safe distance, that necessary iydrants be 
installed outside the premises, and fire hoses on every floor. 

2) That tne present system of water supply bg extended 
further upstream , 91 sufficient gravitation to replenisn tne 
water tank end keep“full at all times, ana overflow shouia be 
provided for that tank. . 

3 ( It might be usefully remarked that water from that 
tank could ve used for other purposes through a system ot 
turbines for tne running of various sewes , motors etc. 


Sir, I will not venture an opinion on tne cost of such 
alterations. Estimates for the above had better ve submitted 
by & competent engineer ana @ contructor. 
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only that es the report of Fire Chief Adams has 
* THe IVES AND PROPERTY WARRENT THIS OUTLAY. " I would suggest 
that you forward this letter to the Department of Indian Affairs. 


Views that I have expressed might prove@ to be of some use to 
them .

With further reference to the subject of fire 
protection and fire escapes at Kootenay Residential 
School, I beg to enclose report that I have just received 
upon the matter from the new Principal, who, apparently, 
has just been appointed, to Mr. Small. 


On looking it over, it approximately amounts to 
the same as the recommendations already forwarded, that 
is as regards fire escapes, proper doors for each floor 
instead of windows, as at present, and secondly, that the 
fire escapes should be long enough to reach within four or 
five feet from the ground. 


With regard to the Principal's remarks upon the 
doors veing locked, and the reasons for same, he states 
that a guardian always holds the keys to these exits, so 
that there is no immediate risk from this source. Person- 
ally, I do not agree with him. Something might happen to 
the guardian if a panic broke out, or he might misplace 
the key. If, tnerefore, it is necessary to keep these doors 
locked, I consider that they key to same should hang in a 
glass-fronted box, painted red, outside the door, with a 
small hammer chained to it, with which to break the glass if 
the key is required. 


With regard to his remarks about the escapes from 
the dormitories, without the plans on hand,(whieh I think 
should be in the office for convenience in these matters), 
I cannot quite understand the argument. However, if it is 
necessary for children to pass upstairs to reach the fire 
escapes, this is certainly wrong. Direct access should be 
made to the fire escapes on each floor, one in either wing. 


With regard to fire protection as I think I have 
already stated, you have particulars with regard to the 
necessary outlay and possibilities of water supply.

With further reference to the matter of fire 
protection and fire escapes at the Kootenay Indian 
Residential School, I have to state the Department 
realizes that the protection of the building is 
inadequate; but, to supply water for this purpose, with 
the necessary hydrants and hose, involves a large expend- 
iture and there are no funds at the present time for 
this improvement. 


However, the Department wishes to undertake 
immediately any reasonable steps that will minimize the 
danger of loss of life in the event of fire. The Rev. 
Father Choinel's letter of the llth instant, addressed 
to you, has been forwarded to the Department by Mr. 
Inspector Pragnell. In addition to the authority which 
was directed to you under cover of the 18th instant, I 
wish you to take immediate steps to secure prices from 
two firms on the installation of two fire escapes, one 
at each end of the building, leading from the night 
supervisor's room, which is between the dormitories at 
each end. The fire escapes required are steel steps 
similar to those already on the back of the building. 
Please give this your early attention. 


As it is necessary to keep the exit doors on 
the first floor locked, the Department wishes to have 
a key for each available in the event of fire. The 
keys should hang in glass-fronted boxes, painted red, 
immediately inside each door, with a small hammer 
chained to each. Anyone would be thus able to break 
the glass and extract the key if the emergency arose. 
The glass box should be no higher than 4 ft. on the wall.

It is evidently the desire of the Indian Department

of this sBhool, and as such more directly responsible for what

In fact I firmly believe it would be a mistake and an imme- 
diute cause of troubles for the school to have them cerried out. 


I submit the following reisons: 
TOP FXIT.-- 
The access to the top of the fire escape is shown 

i from the indows in the two dormitories, Such access mua be 

juite free to the children. Now past experience in different schools 
must have convinced the Dep -rtment that Indian Children hve aan 
inborn tendency to try to run away; end an escepe trom a room 

where there is no guardian will afford them the best opportunity 

of doing so . Then by leaving thet door unlocked, the children 

will be left unprotected during the night egainst visitors fron 
the outside. 

Balusters.e Such as designed, the bulusters might be all 

right for grown up people; but they afford little protection to 
@ crowd of small children thi would be in a rush from as fire. 
It is greatly to be feared thet the smaller children might be 
pushed through those balusters to a sure death, 

LANDING -- The above remark applies to the lower landing 
which is specified as an OPEN END Lancing, what chance would the 
children have in a rush ? By actuel measurements that lower 
landing is ten feet six inches above the ground, Such a jump 
to safety cannot be managed without the greatest risk to life 

or limbs, especially in a rush, they would jump one on top of the 
other.

I am in receipt of yours of the 16th inst., with reference 
to the fire alarm system for Kootenay Residential School. 


system installed here was not one of the regular fire 
alarm systems, out a system instailiea at the cost of $54.00, wy 
one of the local electricians. It was merely a system of push 
uttons, fixed in certain places, wWitn wires leaaing to bells on 
each floor, for the dormitories and class rooms. [Ihe bells were 
about six inches across this being the largest size that can ve 
worked by a system of push buttons of this sort. The buttons were 
placed in selected places such as, just outside the Principal's 
office, the kitchen andcertain sleeping rooms of the staff. They 
were lettered over the top in rea paint, with the words "Fire Alarm", 
and placed sufficiently high in order that very smell chilaren could 
not reach ana ring tem. 


The price for a regular ire alarm system such as is in- 
stalled in certain public building an be obtained from any of 


the local electrical men, but, y opinion, the other system is 
quite sufficient.

It is noted that the Modern Electric Company, of 
Cranbrook, whom you consulted, state that they would be pre- 
pared to instwull a similar system in the Kootenay School 
for aprroximately the seme cost as that referred to by 
Inspector Pragnell, «nc you may arrange with this firm to 
Carry out the work of installing a fire alarm system. You 
will be good enough to see that the work is carried out to 
the satisfaction of the staff of the school end yourself, and, 
when completed, you may forward an account, in duplicate, 
properly certified, covering the expense, which should not 
exceed approximately the amount stated.

Upon enquiry I found the matter of accounts 
owing or said to be owing by the Department, somewhat 
involved with considerable dissatisfaction and misunder- 
standing. I made it my business to enquire of the various 
tradesmen who had already complained, and of any whom I 
thought might have accounts. some, I found, had apparently 
authorized accounts against the Department, otlers again 
were genuinely under the idea that they had. All complained 
of vant of explanation on the Agent's part, so in order 
to clear up the maiter of responsibility ‘or payment, in 
each case I went as thoroughly as possible into the matter 
with them, and fixed the suid responsibility as well as 
I could. I informed Mr. Small that it was really his duty 
to attend to this, and even if some of the accounts were not 
chargeable to the Department, it was not right to practically 
ignore the people, but to endeavor to make matters clear, and 
not let tradesmen and others labour under the misapprehension 
that the Department was to blame as it reflected seriously 
upon our good name. I have’ already reported upon the 
account with the Oranbrook Cartage and Vranster Company.

The matter of drinking water supply was again 
referred to. It seems that the present supply piped into the 
school from St Mary's River is seriously comtaminated by the 
dumping operations of numerous mines higher up tre river. At 
the present moment all drinking water has to be hauled from a 
spring some distance from the school. This is very inconvenient 
and in addition adds to the difficulty of preventing the 
children in the hot, dry weather, from drinking out of the 
sewerage contaminated St Joseph's Creek, which I have ilready 
referred to in both my previous reports. A possible solution 
jould be placing a pump for drinking water in the building. 


I then took up the matter of fire escapes with the 
School authorities, lir. Small, and in the evening consulted 
Pire Chief Adams of Cranbrook. Separately I beg to submit 
my suggestion, which meets with the approval o! the Xeverend 
Principal, the Mother Superior and Fire Chief Adams, The 
latter/‘iave to thank for his keen interest in the school, 
and its safeguard against fire. He has offered me his services 
in the training of the children in fire drill, and I am writing 
the Principal in order to take advantage of his offer. 


Fire Chief Adams also explained to me that the 
fire extinguishers in the school should be refilled. ‘his should 
be done once a year. He offered, on behalf of the Cranbrook 
Mire Department to have them refilled at fifty cents per 
extinguisher, this being the cost price of filling all the city 
extinguishers in charge of the Fire Department, and they are 
not allowed to make any profit on refills. He states, and from 
past experience I do not doubt him, ti it probably no one at 
the school has much idea as to how these extinguishers are to 
be used, ami would probably be trying to read the instruc ti ons 
amid the smoke and excitement of a fire. If his offer to re- 
fill these is agreeable to the Department, he will empty the 
present ones in the form of instructicnal drill, am see that 
certain chosen ones are told off to use them. 


This school is still without a refrigerator. 
The bakehouse chimney gives a lot of trouble by smoking in 
certain wims, and this despite constant cleaning and aitentéon. 
I think a wind cowl would eliminate this, and siould suggest 
its installation.

At the present time the water pumped from 
the St. Mary's River is condemned on account of the 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting Co. at Kimberley 
operating a Concentrator on the Stream above the 
School property. This necessitates water for 
domestic purposes being carried from a §pring 400 
yards away. St. Joseph's Creek that is giving gravity 
is also condemned, and can only be used for cleaning 
and fire protections 


This, you will understand is purely an 
engineering proposition, and should be gone into by 
a@ man qualified to make a report. 


Will you kindly authorize the proper 
parties to have this report made as soon as it is 
possible, as the health of the pupils depends a 
great deal of good pure water.

This schoo is painting very badly and 
kalsomining inside. plaster is coming down in various 
places. I found, toof# that the tables in the dining room 
were by no means clean, in fact the drawers to the tables 
in which the children keep their plates, etc., were very 
dirty with bits of stale bread, etc., in them. I pointed 
out that this was a poor way of keeping the plates and 
difficult to keep clean. All the other schools do not 
use drawers at all, the dishes, cups, etc., are washed

In this way they 
Would be company for each other and at the same time get 
a firmer grip on the whole tribe.

In regard to our conversation of to-day's date, 
on the above subject, we were in correspondence with Mr.C.E.Webb, 
District Chief Engineer, in regard to lighting and power for

At that time Mr. Webb stated that the requirements 
tor this Mission would be about 40 horse-power in motors; 10 
horse-power in motor appliances; and 6 kilowatts in lighting. 


For this load we quote the following rate, for 
2200 volt service, metered at St.Zugene Mission, on an amual 
contract:= 


Service Charge -- $6.66 per month. 
Usage Charge ---- 4¢ per K.W.H. 


Discount for payment within 10 days of 
rendering account - 25%. 


The customer to pay all costs of connect- 
ing of the service and of disconnecting 
at the expiration of the contract, unless 
renewed, 


In regard to the cost of connection, I would like 
to point out that we have no service in the voltage required, 
available closer than Cranbrook. Therefore, the cost of con- 
nection would be the cost of approximately eight miles of line 
at 2200 volts, plus lightning arresters and switching, which 
would, I believe, amount to about $10,000.00 in all.

I regret that it seems impossible to make a 
more favourable rate for this business. The problem of 
going Long distances for light loads, is the most difficult

I am enclosing herewith correspondence T have had 
with the Reverend J.M.Patterson, O.M.I., Principal of the 
Kootenay Indian Residential School, at Cranbrook, having 
reference to the condition of the electric lighting plant 
at that institution which is claimed to be in an unsatisfactory 
condition. The cost of the parts needed will amount to 
$271.50 f.0.b. Philadelphia, plus the repairs to the governor. 
Apparently the engine is an American one, but possibly 
the new parts might be secured in Bastern Canada by the 
Department and shipped out to the School and installed by 
the engineer. This would keep the engime going for some 
time at least, as it would be impossible to have a report 
on the advisability of installing a turbine system to take 
the place of the present engine as the engineers of the 
Dominion Water Power and Reclamation Service are all engaged 
at present, and even in the event of a satisfactory report 
being received, the change could not be made for some con- 
siderable time. 


In regard to the sending of a special representative 
to Cranbrook to make a report on the condition and needs 
of the School, I can send Inspector Pragnell to do this if 
u thimk it advisable.

The 
result appears to show that danger from the up- 
stream contamination is slight. It would be a 
very expensive undertaking to pipe the water across 
our property. Perhaps the odour can be endured and 
the orders to the children relative to drinking 
therefrom can be strictly enforced. 


The school sewage disposal system is the 
usual one and the natural drainage is from the 
septic tank away from the school buildings. I am 
sorry to learn that em water is being carried 
from a spring whioh is not far from the septic tank. 


The Department has no evidence that the 
school's water supply, which is from the St, Mary's 
river, is really unsafe. Some months ago, when I 
received reports that the water was unpalatable, I 
arr a to have the Dominion i/ater Power Branch 
investigate the matter. Recently, 124 samples of 
water from the river have been analyzed, and I 
expeet the report from the engineers at an early

I am enclosing, for your information, a copy 
of my letter of today's date to Mr. Commissioner 
Ditchburn. I may say that the Department is arranging 
for a tuberculosis survey at your school, concerning 
which you will be written in due course. 


Will you please arrange to close up the open 
space between the wall and the iron fire escapes. Mr. 
Perry believes that a strip of iron should cover this 
opening down the whole length of the escapes. Please 
have this done with as little expense as possible. Mr. 
Perry also writes as follows: "Entering the main 
building from the fire escape, one sees on the right 
hand and on the left a window with a drop of several 
feet into the school dormitories. In case of fire, 
this would present a serious obstacle to the exit of 
the children. These windows should be taken out and 
doorways placed there instead, with convenient steps 
down to the dormitory floors. These steps would lead 
into the night teacher's quarters, which are between 
the dormitories and the fire escapes. ‘The windows now 
there serve as watch windows for the teacher into the 
dormitories. Doors with glass could be put in so as 
not to interfere with the view of the dormitories by 
the teacher.” Will you please arrange to have these 
changes made. You should see that no unnecessary 
expense is incurred. You may certify to the accounts 
yourself and forward them direct to the Department.

I have the honour to submit my report of an inspection 
made of conditions at the Kootenay Indian Residential School, 
which, with matters affecting the Kootenay Agency, was the 
subject of a letter sent to you from the Deputy Superintendent 
General dated April 7th last in which this inspection was 
especially ordered. As you will be aware, a report on the 
Agency as apart from the School has been made separately, like- 
wise a report also on the methods of administration of Mre 
Indian Agent E.H.Smalle 


In making this report I have before me a copy of 
letter dated 29th March, 1930, received by Dr.Scott from 
Reverend W.Byrne Grant, O.M.I., Provincial of the Missionary 
Oblates of Mary Immaculate, New Westminster, B.C., which was 
sent for your perusal and enquiry. 


I visited this School on May 20th, where I was 
graciously received by the Reverend Principa] Father Patter- 
son, O.MeI. and Very Reverend Father John Welch, O.M.I. 

We discussed fully and frankly all that appeared relevant to 
a critical investigation of school conditions and affairs. 
The class-rooms were visited and the pupils examined and 
addressed. The whole building and grounds were carefully 
inspected. Sanitary conveniences and water and sewerage 
disposal means were closely examined; and suggestions offered 
by the Reverend Principal and very Reverend Father Welch were 
duly notede 


My observations, therefore, will begin with a review 
of the contents of the letter of Reverend W.Byrne Grant, O.Mel., 
above mentioned. 


(1) Before leaving for this School, I had been informed 
by you that you had brought to the attention of the 
Provincial Health authority the fact that the insan- 
itary condition of St.Joseph's Creek resulting from 
sewerage from the City of Cranbrook should be invest- 
igated and, if possible, corrected.

As instructed by you, investigations 
have been carried on in connection with the above 
for the past fifteen months. 

The purpose of the investigation has been 
to secure a suitable supply of water for domestic 
use and incidentally for fire protection purposes. 

For the purposes of this report the 
former requirement is given major consideration, as 
a solution of the latter is readily at hand, should 
the co-ordination of the two be found impracticable 


or undesirablee 


PRESENT SYSTEM 

At present water for domestic use is 
obtained from St. Mary's river which passes within 
a few hundred yards of the school site. A pneumatic 
system is in use with a storage capacity of approx- 
imately 2,500 gallons. No provision is made for 
fire protection in the design of the plant, the 
capacity of which is probably about 75 gallons per 
minute. This quantity should be sufficient for 
ordinary domestic use but is entirely inadequate 


for fire protection purposes. 


QUALITY OF WATER 
As mentioned previously, up to the present 


major consideration has been given to the question

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of quality. Investigations in the watershed of 
the St.Mary's river disclosed the possibility of a 
large amount of untreated sewage finding its way 
into that stream at points varying from six to ten 
miles above the intake of the school system. With 
the object of establishing the degree of pollution 
and to determine the possible methods of treatment 
it was considered advisable to have a bacteriological 
analysis covering & period sufficient for this pur- 
Poses 

Accordingly, arrangements were made with 
Dr. Hill, bacteriologist at the Vancouver General 
Hospital, for anslysis of samples to be submitted 
weekly. Samples were taken in duplicate at the 
intake and the kitchen tap in the school, in bottles 
supplied by Dr. Hill, and forwarded by mail to 
Vancouver requiring three days from the time of 
collection until they were placed under observatione 

The significant feature of Dr. Hill's 
report, hereto appended, is the apparent absence of 
fecal bacteria during the periods February 13> 
1929 to June 6, 1929, and November 30 to March 13, 
1930, and their presence during the intervening 
periode 

The absence of harmful bacteria during 
the periods noted may be explained by the extreme 
weather conditions prevalent during such periods 
when little or no surface drainage reaches the river, 
while the presence of such bacteria is apparently 
coincident with the freshet season and at such 
times as surface drainage from the watershed is 


generale 
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From Dr. Hill's report it may be assumed 
that pollution is general throughout the period 
June to November, with periods of higher concen- 
tration. The positive indications seven times 
during the twenty-two weeks period is sufficient 
evidence of the prevalence of contamination. It 
is quite possible that if samples had been taken 
more often a higher percentage of positive indic- 
ations would be found. 

The absence of fecal bacilli at the tap 
coincident with their presence at the intake, as 
pointed out by Dr. Hill in his report, I do not 
think has any particular significance. Water is 
pumped daily and no treatment is provided, there- 


fore one can have little reason to suppose that 


complete elimination occurs at all times. I am 
"Nees 


of the opinion that if samples had been taken 
oftener at the tap the presence of fecal bacilli 
would have been disclosed. 

Nothing may be found in the chemical 
analysis supplied by the Provincial Analyst to 


prevent the use of the water for ordinary purposes. 


TREATMENT OF ST. MARY'S RIVER WATER 

Treatment of the present supply may be 
effected by chlorination and filtration. With 
a carefully applied process it is usually assumed 
that results as high as 99% efficiency may be 
attained. 

Mechanical pressure filters in three 
units should be employed to give an adequate supply 
for backwashing and a chlorinator of an automatic 
type would be the more reliable in operation as 
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well as providing a greater degree of accuracy 
in treatment. 

The results obtained with such a system 
would be proportionate to the care with which the 
treatment is applied. 

Chlorination apparently wovld only be 
necessary during the months June to November, 
and should afford practically complete sterilizatione 


POSSIBLE SOURCES OF SUPPLY 
The available sources of supply may be 


summarized as follows:<- 
St. Joseph's Creek 
St. Maxy's River 


Water from underground sources 


The first mentioned of these, St. Joseph's 


erevk, while suitable for development as a source 
for fire protection purposes, would not prove 
desirable for domestic use. Sewage from the city 
of Cranbrook, situated about six miles upstream 
from the Mission, finds its way into the stream 
and as this sewage constitutes possibly fifty per- 
cent of the flow of the creek, it should not be 
given consideration for the latter purpose. 

In respect to St. Mary's river, pollution 
4s more likely to be augmented rather than to 
diminish for the reason that new developments at 
the Sulliven Mine will probably enlarge the capacity 
of the various plants situated in this watershed 
with a consequent increase in population. Wo 
sanitary measures have been taken up to the present 
in the handling of sewage from the communities in 
the watershed. 
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It will be apparent that water for dom- 
estic requirements vill have to depend upon a 
supply from underground sources or upon a chemic- 
ally treated supply from either of the above men=- 
tioned streams. 

In regard to securing a supply from ground 
sources, no particular investications have been 
made in this connection. That there exists possibze 
sowces of supply of that nature is almost an 
assured fact as springs are noticeable in the loc- 
ality. As to whether these are fit for use or may 
be tapped can only be determined by tests. It 
is possible that these springs may be the result 
of seepage from St. Joseph's oreek. 

In considering a supply from sum a 
source, the fact must not be overlooked that it is 
occasionally necessary to provide treatment for 
underground water to make it suitable for some 
USCS 

However, it may generally be assumed that 
a good well provides water of superior quality to 
that from streams which reqmire treatment of a 
chemical natures 

With these points in mind I am of the 
opinion that the best interests of the school would 
be served by attempting to secure a suitable supply 
from underground sources even if some form of 


treatment should be required, 


RECOMMENDATION 


I would recommend that tests be carried 


out to determine the possibility of securing a 
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suitable supply of water from underground. 

The cost of such tests should not exceed 
$500.00 and should prove well worth while. As to 
the cost of providing for a supply from such a 
sow ce this can only be determined after the water 
4s found. It is possible that the present equip- 
ment could be adapted to such a supply. On the 
other hand, if the depth of the well exceeded 
twenty-five feet, new pumping equipment would be 
necessary. 

Surveys are to be carried out during the 
coming month at St. Mary's Indien Reserve, nearbye 
Supervision of well tests could be made at the 
game time if funds could be made available immed~ 
iately. 


FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS 

In the event of finding a satisfactory 
supphy of water for domestic use from wells, the 
most economical development for fire protection 
purposes would be by gravity system from Ste 
Joseph's creek, as it is very doubtful if a ground 
flow would be available at a sufficient rate for 
such a purposes. Such a system as outlined would 
cost, with complete fire equipment inside and 
outside the buildings, approximately $9000.00. 

Should attempts at securing a usable 


supply from below ground prove unsuccessful, 


development of a supply from St. Mary's river 


would prove more economical for both domestic use

The proportional numbers of fecal bacilli 
present are indicated roughly by the amount of water 
required to give a positive test--thus the tap showed 
fecal bacilli once only and then in l0ce.e The Intake 
however showed fecal bacilli seven times in all; six 
times in the last four months as against once in the 
previous five months; on one occasion they were found 
in 1l0ce; on 2 occasions they were found in leoe, on 
3 occasions in 1/5000; the last ee now complete 
showing twice in 1/5ec, once in 1/10cG-

It is fair then to assume that fecal bacilli 


have been increasing in frequency end concentration 
since June. 


The freeiom of the tap sample from fecal 
bacilli (except once, and then only in l0cc) suggests 
that the water becomes rid of the fecal bacilli 
its passage from intake to tap. Knowing nothing of 
the lay-out of the supply we cannot offer any specific 
explanation for this change. se of time, opportunity 
for sedimentation, filtration, chlorination, etc. 
would of course act to diminish them between these 
two points. 


As to further samples being necessary, I 
suggest that you decide thus--if our results so far 
are consistent with increasing contamination of the 
supply as evident from inspection I should think no 
moresamples were required. But if our remilts are not 
consistent with the inspection results and further 
analytical evidence would help to eludidate the 
discrepancy, it would be well to run tests to next 
February, thus furnishing figures for one complete 
yeare

As requested by you I made an inspection 
of the above mentioned plant and wish to report 
as follows. 

The present battery, a Delco, was in- 
stalled about three years ago and although it has 
had to carry a considerable overjoad, it has stood 
up well which is probably due to the good care 
it has received. While it apparently has not yet 
served its useful term of life, it is undoubtedly 
inadequate for the service for whic it was 
intended. This battery has a capacity of about 
160 ampere hours and should not be expected to 
provide current at a greater rate than about 10 
to 15 amps her hour for continuous service or 
sufficient for about 50 lights whereas the maximum 
demand is about double that rate, as a result of 
which the battery becomes fully discharged early 
in the evenings, especially during winter time. 

This necessitates the operation of the 
engine driven generator to carry the load for a 
large part of the evening. As this machine has 
an output of 80 amps at full load the efficiency 
is not very high when operating at less then half 
load or about 4 amps, the normal lighting load.

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It will be apparent that a smaller 
engine plant would be more suitable except 
for the fact that the laundry machinery is 
operated by electric motors and requires about 
5 KeWe which the large plant will handle nicely 
and charge the battery at the same time. 

The installation of a larger battery 
would provide a greater operating economy. I 
would suggest a battery of approximately 300 
amps hours capacity which would take a higher 
charging rate and would not require the oper- 
ation of the engine plant every evening as at 
present. 

fhe inatallation of a new larger 
battery would not require the serapping of the 
present battery as they may be run in parallel 
until such time as the old one is completely 
worn out. 

Mr. Ditehburn has suggested a made 
in Canada battery. I am under the impression 
that there is not any completely made in this 
country. 

The battery installed at Sechelt cost 


about $1360.00. It is an Exide, supplied by 


the Crawford Battery Company of Vancouver and 
has given good satisfaction for the past three 
yearse Any other make of equal rating at a 
price equivalent to that suggested, should give 
equally good service. 

I would suggest that if it is the 
intention of the Department of Indian Affairs 


to have a new battery installed, that it should 
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be undertaken before the lst of October as at 
that time the demand on the plant becomes heavy 
and the replacement would be most useful to the 
school. 

In addition to the outlay for the 
battery which has been estimated to cost $1360.00 
feoeb. Cranbrook, some additional expenditure 
amounting to about $130.00 would be necessary 
for fixed resistance switching and wiring to 
charge the two batteries in parallel so that 
the cost of the new battery installed would 
amount to about $1500.00.

Dear Sir: 


In reply to your recent letter regarding lighting 
repairs, and installation of batteries, I find that we are <et- 
ting better service from our lighting plant since it was over- 
hauled and a new engineer placed in charge. While the engine 
was being overhauled, however, it was noticed that the crank- 
shaft of the engine was in bad shape, so that it was dangerous 
to continue running the engine for any length of time without 
a@ new one. I mentioned the matter to lr. Warren, and he told 
me to order a new one as soon as possible. Accordingly I 
wired the Otto Engine Works and had a new crankshaft sent by 
express. I shall send the receipted vouchers to your office 
for payment as soon as I have them. 


It is costing me about $150.00 more or less to have 
the engine parts installed by a competent engineer. I would 
like to know whether, in view of the many extra expenses we 
have had to meet this summer, it would be possible for the 
Department to pay this account? We need this assistance 
especially at the present time. 


I am glad that Mr. Warren has taken up the water 
supply question again. I hope that his findings regarding 
the springs have been favorable as a fresh supply is very much 
needed for the school. We find the children much improved in 
health this year, and we are doing everything we possibly can 
to keep them so.

WATER SUPPLY: 


The facts are, I believe, on record. Both the 
streams available are grossly polluted. Washing water 
comes from the St. Mary's River, but drinking water has to 
be carried from a spring which is not well protected from 
contamination. It will be almost a calamity if this 
cannot be remedied this fall. There is a spring 1/2 mile 
west of the school which, I am told, will give an ample 
supply for all purposes, and which can be connected with 
the present intake by about 1/4 mile of pipe line. This 
is the most urgent matter in connection with the property, 
that I observed.
